The  challenge  of  our  day  demands  creative  thinking  by  energetic 
individuals.  The  small  private  junior  college  with  a liberal  arts  pro- 
gram has  a vital  role  to  play.  Pine  Manor’s  curriculum  provides  a 
quality  and  variety  in  the  liberal  arts  that  has  stimulated  its  grad- 
uates to  go  forth  in  many  directions. 

College  is  a time  when  the  young  mind  should  be  challenged  and 
enkindled  with  the  desire  to  learn  more.  Thus  liberal  arts  study  at 
Pine  Manor  is  offered  as  a “beginning”  rather  than  as  an  end  in 
itself.  The  rise  in  the  percentage  of  graduates  continuing  in  some 
form  of  study  indicates  that  Pine  Manor  has  been  increasingly  suc- 
cessful in  imparting  this  philosophy  to  her  students.

Objective 

The  awakening  and  enriching 
of  vital  young  minds 

Pine  Manor’s  educational  program 
is  based  on  the  conviction  that  the  col- 
lege should  provide  its  young  women 
with  an  introduction  to  the  common 
denominators  of  man’s  knowledge,  an 
insight  into  the  rewards  of  awakened 
intellectual  curiosity,  and  a height- 
ened appreciation  of  values  — in  short, 
the  fundamentals  of  a liberal  educa- 
tion. Thus,  the  program  serves  both 
those  students  who  do  not  wish  to  con- 
tinue their  education  after  graduation 
and  those  who  do  wish  to  go  on;  for  the 
former  it  has  provided  two  challenging 
years  of  college  work,  and  for  the  lat- 
ter a two-year  academic  course  of  high 
caliber  which  will  enable  them  to 
transfer  readily  to  four  year  colleges 
and  universities. 

The  small  college  offers  something 
very  special  to  its  students  in  terms  of 
individual  opportunity  and  a sense  of 
the  individual’s  importance.  It  is  con- 
cerned not  only  with  academic  excel- 
lence but  with  excellence  of  character. 


The  Program

At  Pine  Manor  the  student  chooses 
her  courses  from  a liberal  arts  curricu- 
lum which  is  similar  to  that  available 
to  freshmen  and  sophomores  at  a 4- 
year  college  or  university.  The  student 
does  not  concentrate  in  any  one  field 
during  her  two  years  at  Pine  Manor, 
but  explores  a wide  variety  of  courses 
in  preparation  for  choosing  a major 
after  graduation.  There  is  great  diver- 
sity in  the  fields  of  concentration  open 
to  juniors  and  seniors;  some  of  the  ma- 
jors elected  by  recent  graduates  are  — 
Architecture,  Political  Science,  Math- 
ematics, Sculpture,  Fine  Arts,  Zool- 
ogy, Music,  Psychology,  French, 
Spanish,  Elementary  or  Secondary 
Education,  Philosophy,  British  Civi- 
lization, English  Literature,  Govern- 
ment, and  History. 

Language  houses  have  long  been  a 
tradition  at  Pine  Manor,  and  they  have 
provided  many  with  a living  experi- 
ence in  French  and  Spanish.  Perhaps 
as  a result  of  this,  several  graduates 
each  year  elect  to  study  abroad  where 
they  may  continue  enriching  their 
knowledge  of  another  language  as  well 


as  foreign  literature  and  history. 

A strong  sense  of  Pine  Manor’s  com- 
mitment to  the  creative  mind  per- 
vades the  campus,  and  classroom  ex- 
periences are  enhanced  and  expanded 
by  many  stimulating  extra-curricular 
events.  Art  films  are  presented  and 
special  exhibitions  of  paintings,  prints, 
and  other  objets  d’ art  are  continually 
featured  on  campus.  Some  of  the  most 
stunning  of  these  are  displays  of  our 
students’  works.  In  addition,  a very 
active  Music  Department  provides  the 
college  with  many  superb  perform- 
ances throughout  the  year. 

Thus,  in  addition  to  an  academic 
program  that  prepares  Pine  Manor 
graduates  to  enter  the  junior  year  of 
4-year  colleges  and  universities,  a well- 
coordinated  special  events  program 
provides  our  students  with  a stimulat- 
ing environment  in  which  to  live.  The 
cultural  opportunities  in  the  Boston 
area  expand  the  students’  learning  ex- 
periences even  more,  for  they  are  all 
encouraged  to  attend  the  many  events 
that  are  complementary  to  the  class- 
room work.

The  Pine  Manor  graduate  is  excited 
about  learning  and,  as  the  above  per- 
centage indicates,  she  is  reluctant  to 
sever  her  formal  contact  with  educa- 
tion. The  two  years  beyond  secondary 
school  offer  the  student  an  excellent 
opportunity  to  mature  and  to  decide 
on  future  goals.  This  added  time  to 


explore  and  appraise  her  special  in- 
terests and  aptitudes  makes  the  deci- 
sion to  enter  a particular  major  field 
within  a bachelor’s  program,  or  to  pur- 
sue training  in  a specialized  school, 
one  which  is  based  on  sounder  knowl- 
edge and  judgment. 


Specialized  Schools 

Liberal  arts  provides  a good  founda- 
tion for  those  who  wish  professional 
study  after  graduation.  Between  1961 
and  1965  an  average  of  13.1%  entered 
a wide  variety  of  programs  offering 
specialized  training.

Foreign  Study 

The  lure  of  foreign  languages  and 
cultures  attracts  a few  graduates  each 
year.  For  the  30  in  this  study  who 
chose  non-American  schools  the  proc- 
ess was  a careful  one,  one  which  re- 
quired time  and  counseling,  for  they 
wished  to  continue  in  the  senior  year 
of  an  American  college  when  they  re- 
turned.

Graduates  have  returned  from  these 
challenging  academic  experiences  to 
complete  their  bachelor’s  degrees  at 
such  schools  as  American  University, 
University  of  California,  Boston  Uni- 
versity, University  of  Denver,  Univer- 
sity of  Pittsburgh,  George  Washington 
University. 

In  addition  to  those  who  engaged  in 
degree-level  programs,  there  were  a 
few  who  pursued  specialized  study, 
such  as  art  or  music,  in  foreign  lands, 
or  entered  formal  programs  carefully 
constructed  to  offer  them  a stimulat- 
ing cultural  experience. 


Counseling 
At  Pine  Manor 


Helping  young  women  to  become 
self-directing  so  that  they  may  con- 
tinue to  learn  and  grow  throughout 
their  lives  is,  indeed,  not  a new  idea, 
but  at  Pine  Manor  the  entire  staff  is 
dedicated  to  this  principle.  Our  com- 
mitment to  the  worth  of  each  individ- 
ual student  has  provoked  the  college 
to  establish  a well  co-ordinated  “coun- 
seling” program  that  encompasses 
many  facets  of  the  students’  life  and, 
as  well,  involves  nearly  everyone  on 
the  campus.  Because  of  our  size,  coun- 
seling in  its  broad  sense  is  available 
throughout  the  entire  campus. 

Every  student  is  a member  of  the 
Student  Government  and  freshmen, 
helped  and  advised  by  seniors,  immedi- 
ately assume  their  share  of  responsi- 
bility for  the  smooth  and  well-organ- 
ized functioning  of  the  college  com- 
munity.

During  orientation  week  a Welcom- 
ing Committee  (comprised  of  student 
leaders)  is  available  to  offer  helpful 
suggestions  and  to  guide  the  new  stu- 
dents through  the  first  days  of  their 
college  experience.  Many  freshmen 
have  been  greatly  helped  by  this  “stu- 
dent’s-eye”  view  that  members  of  this 
committee  have  been  able  to  give  them. 

In  addition  to  a director  of  counsel- 
ing, the  two  resident  counselors  in  each 
village  and  all  faculty  members  and 
administrative  officers  are  readily 
available  for  conferences  throughout 
the  year.  For  those  who  wish  to  im- 
prove their  reading  and  writing  skills, 
to  develop  better  study  habits,  or  to 
discuss  personal  problems,  there  is  a 
reading  consultant  and  a consulting 
psychiatrist  associated  with  the  Col- 
lege. Today,  when  maximizing  one’s 
potential  is  essential,  it  is  important 
that  each  and  every  student  be  given 
optimum  conditions  for  her  fullest  in- 
tellectual and  personal  development.

The  director  of  counseling  and  the 
dean  are  continually  involved  in  aiding 
students  to  assess  realistically  their  in- 
terests and  aptitudes  as  well  as  the 
many  choices  that  lie  ahead  of  them. 
Extensive  work  is  done  with  each 
senior  in  helping  her  to  focus  her  in- 
terests and,  if  she  wishes  to  transfer,  in 
assisting  her  to  find  the  institution 
that  will  best  meet  her  needs  after 
graduation  from  Pine  Manor.
